Our friends, the Westfalisches Nickelwalzwerk in Germany, make 
a composition of 16-2/3% nickel and 83-1/3% copper, covered with 5% of 
the thickness of the plates in pure nickel on both sides. We believe 
that they supply this material to mints in Europe, although we are not 
positively sure about this. 

This metal has an advantage for coin, that it cannot be imi- 
tated, as forgers could not easily produce such metal. 

The plating of pure nickel is done by welding the nickel on 
heavy plates, which are then rolled down. The cover of nickel is strong 
enough to stand the wear and tear and will not wear off. 

We take the liberty of sending you a few discs made of this 
metal and also of a few pieces of coin from this metal, and shall be glad 
if you will submit these to a test and inform us whether you would be 
interested in such metal. 3

Your attention is called to the great difficulty that is 
being experienced in striking the "Peso" pieces, in accor- 
dance with the agreement with Mr. 0. S. Platt. 

The understanding was that the blanks should be properly 
annealed, but-such blanks as have been received from Mr. Platt 
are so excessively hard that an unusual blow is required to 
bring up a clear impression, and under this pressure the dies 
crack. | 

This morning we commenced striking with a pair of new 
dies, and had scarcely struck 1200 pieces when a crack appear- 
ed in the die. 

3 1200 pieces is a ridiculously low percentage when com- 
pared with the average number of silver dollars struck with 
one pair of dies, viz 300,000. 

Mr. Barber this morning annealed twelve blanks, and the 
results obtained from them show conclusively that the dif- 
ficulty is in the annealing. 

To strike the blanks in their present condition would 
require hundreds of dies, to say nothing of the injury to 
our presses occasioned by such ponderous blows, and I would 
therefore suggest that, unless the blanks be made suitable 





for coinage, the contract be canceled.
